Florida “Swamp” 
Cabbage Recipe 


This week we came across the 
following recipe in the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission publication ‘for pre- 
paration of “swamp” cabbage. 
We reprint it exactly as it ap- | 
peared in that publication. 

Trim outer covering of “cab- 
bage” until ends may bə pinched 
off. Be ‘careful not to include 
any of the hard or green morsels į 
which are bitter and may spoil 
the entire dish. After outer 
boots have been cut and the 
heart is reached, the entin» part 
is used. 

To serve 10 to 12 persons: 

8 large cabbages 

6 heaping teaspoons of butter 

14 pound white bacon 

Salt and popper to taste. 

Boil water with bacon until 
tender. 

Add finely chipped cabbage, salt 
and pepper. Cook-slowly, adding 
butter giadually until contents 
jare tender. This may b» served 
with fish and bush-puppies or

but we add a little ‘extra touch 
when we cook “swamp” cab- 
bage. To finish off the job 
to a’king’s taste we always add 
a small can of evaporated milk 
whea the cooking process is 
over. Another item we like bet- 
ter tham white bacon is half a 
dozen pork chops—fried about 
halt done—pouring pork chops 
and grease'into the pot of cab- 
bage. In this case very litti 
butter is necessary.
